Not a Dispensationalist? 


When men say they are not dispensa- 
tionalists, they are often critical of those 
who are, and usually inconsistent. This 
question has been fairly dealt with in a 
short paper prepared by Frederick Erd- 
man of Germantown, Pa. His vocation 
is the treatment of physical ailments 
through restoration of the proper cir- 
culation of the blood, on which he is 
an expert and through which he has 
helped hundreds of Christian workers; 
and his avocation is Bible study. “A 
dictionary definition of a Dispensation,” 
the author writes, “is, ‘One of the several 


systems or bodies of law, in which at 
different periods, God has revealed His 
mind and will to man’ (Standard Dic- 
tionary). The Mosaic and Patriarchal 
Dispensations are given as illustrations. 
All Postmillennialists believe in three 
Dispensations. They usually speak of 
only two, Law and Grace, but they all 
hope to be in a futuré Dispensation of 
Glory in Heaven. There is also to be 
on earth a new Dispensation if Isaiah 11 
and many other Scriptures mean any- 
thing. Romans 8:18-23 also mentions the 
time when the ‘whole creation’ will 
cease ‘to groan and travail in pain.’ 
Very definite promises were made to 
the patriarchs before Moses and the Dis- 
pensation of Law. Men lived a long 
time on the earth before Abraham’s day, 


“so there must have been two more Dis- 


pensations before Moses. The Deluge 
made the greatest break in human his- 
tory and God made some new promises 
for humanity to Noah, so there must 
have been another Dispensation, and 
certainly Adam and Eve were under a 
different Dispensation from all of their 
descendants. It is impossible for any- 
one to dispense with all Dispensations 
unless he dispenses also with the diction- 
ary and the Bible. The only actual 
Adispensationalists are the ‘Scoffers’ of 
2 Peter 3:3 who say ‘where is the prom- 
ise of his coming? for since the fathers 
fell asleep, all things continue as they 
were from the beginning of the creation’ 
(v. 4). No one wishes to be in that 


class. No one objects to dividing pro- 
fane history into any number of epochs, 
why not Bible history? “The Revelation 
of Redemption to establish the -King- 
dom,’ was not a uniformitarian process. 
Dispensations usually end in catastrophe, 
as at Eden and at the Deluge and at the 
Destruction of Jerusalem. Adam and 
Eve did not believe God and the world 
has suffered ever since. The world did 
not believe Noah, God’s messenger, and 
it was destroyed. The Jewish nation did 
not believe that their Messiah had come 
to fulfill the Old Testament prophecies 
of suffering and the nation was de- 
stroyed, and when Christ comes again it 
will be ‘in flaming fire, taking vengeance 
on them that know not God and obey 
not the gospe] of our Lord Jesus Christ.’ 
Christ gave the ad quem to an era or 
Dispensation when He said, ‘Jerusalem 
shall be trodden down of the Gentiles 
until the times of the Gentiles be ful- 
filled.’ This could be called the Dis- 
pensation of judicial blindness as so 
stated by Isaiah in chapter 6 and applied 
to the Jews by Christ in Matthew 13, 
and by Paul in .Acts 28:25-28. Most men 
ignore this statement of Christ about 
the Times of the Gentiles and try to 
dispense with the Jews as well as the 
Dispensations. This is more difficult.” 
All of which is a strong reminder that 
we should study to show ourselves ap- 
proved unto God, workmen who need 
“not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the 
word of truth” (2 Tim. 2:15).

The divine Teacher’s method is simple 
and gripping—instruction by verbal illus- 
tration. It is a model of compactness 
in spiritual education methods. The 
Holy Spirit’s use of familiar similes, 
“like a tree,” “like the chaff,” removes 
the necessity of using many words to 
convey these spiritual principles to our 
minds. 

What a delightful picture verse three 
depicts! A healthy child of God is “like 
a tree planted by the rivers of water.” 
We recall once being able to follow the 
course of a river across the prairie by 
the trees lining its banks. They dis- 
closed the presence of the unseen river. 
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If lost +3 have some fruit-bearing 
Christians among their neighbors, surely 
they will sense the fact and fullness of 
the river of God. Two of our friends 
once went, unknowingly, into a restau- 
rant where some half-drunk people were 
gathered. One of the revelers staggered 
over and said: “You don’t belong in this 
crowd. I can tell you are Christians by 
looking at your wife.” 

Note the bit of practical prophecy in 
our Psalm: “He shall be like a tree... 
that bringeth forth his fruit...” We 
have never met a fruit grower who was 
satisfied with fruitless trees. Indeed the 
Psalm has only two similes: trees that 
yield fruit, and chaff. With these two 
word “pictures to stimulate our thinking 
let us consider the doctrine of the Psalm. 

The divine Artist portrays two per- 
sons . living respectively by opposite 
ways of life, each delighting himself 
from a different source of satisfaction, 
and ending life’s- journey with vastly 
different results, at widely -separated 
destinations. The Holy Spirit’s economy 
in words is refreshing. Of these two 
persons the life history of only one is 
described, the man who “is like a tree.” 
This man is “blessed,” genuinely happy. 
Psalm 119:1 gives the reason for his 
happiness, “Blessed are the undefiled in 
the way .. .” Being separated from the 
world and its defilement, this man is 
holy. Because he is holy he is happy. 

This happiness does not result merely 
from being separate from the world. 
Turning from the broken cisterns that 
can hold no heart-satisfying waters, the 
“blessed’™ man delights himself in the 
life-giving waters of the Word of God. 
Tied by ropes of delight to the Scrip- 
tures, the heart echoes the cry of Ter 
Steegen, “Say poor worldling, can it be 
my heart should envy thee?”” The deep 
anchoring of the roots of his being in 
the firm foundation of the Scriptures 
overcomes the subtle, deadly pull of the 
world. The result is he does not drift 
by those perilously easy stages of walk- 
ing, then standing, to where he is finally 
sitting down among brazen sinners, In- 
stead there is fruit unto God, the sea- 
sonable fruit of the Spirit. The life and 
death of Deacon Stephen demonstrated 
the seasonality of the fruit of the Spirit, 
for he was a man “full of faith and the 
Holy Ghost.” We see the fruit of faith 
in his ministry, of faithfulness in his 
preaching, and of love for God’s ene- 
mies in his dying moments—‘“Lord, lay 
not this sin to their ‘charge.” Also the 
promise in Psalm 1} “his leaf also shall 
not wither,” was made good before the 
eyes of his killers. As the paleness of 
physical death was settling on his cheek 
they still saw his face as the “face of 
an angel.” As to prosperity, if Paul’s 
conversion traces back to Stephen’s mar- 
tyrdom, how many millions have been 
and are being spiritually enriched as a 
result! 

Once again we see divine economy of 
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words in the terse expression, “The un- 
godly are not so.” The Septuagint ren- 
dering is trenchant—‘“Not so the un- 
godly, not so.” The earthly career of 
the ungodly is not pictured, only his 
gloom-shrouded exit. The words,. “like 
the chaff which the wind driveth away,” 
describe that. It is prophetic of “De- 
part from me, ye cursed” (Matt. 25:41). 

Thus far we have considered the vis- 
ible results in the “blessed” man’s life 
and walk. The New Testament (Phil. 
1:11) calls“these results “the fruits of 
righteousness, which are .. , unto the 
glory and praise of God.” From whence 
come these fruits of righteousness which 
are visible to all? How does a tree pro- 
duce fruit? We know that the basic 
part of the tree is the root. The root, 
unlike the fruit, is not seen. We know 
the unseen root by the visible fruit. But 
the root did not start of itself.” It came 
from seed. So did the “blessed” man. 
Receiving the incorruptible seed of God's 
Word into his soul, dead in sins, he was 
born again. The Old Testament imagery 
of the fruit-bearing tree, by implication, 
teaches regeneration. 

Blind religion fails to see this truth, 
a principle of life demonstrated con- 
tinuously in the vegetable kingdom. The 
Lord Jesus was amazed at the ignorance 
of Nicodemus concerning the subject of 
the new birth. With pathetic stupidity 
this religious leader asked, “How can 
these things be?” and in turn the Lord 
Jesus asked him, “Art thou a master of 
Israel, and knowest not these things?” 
(John 3:9, 10.) How did Nicodemus 
interpret such passages as Psalm 51:5, 
“Behold, I was shapen in iniquity; and 
in sin did my mother conceive me”; 
and Hosea 14:8, “From me is thy fruit 
found’’? 

The Bible furnishes three biographical 
illustrations of our theme, in spite of 
our having only two similes. Take first 
the case of Abraham. He was “blessed” 
in justification” by faith. Geriesis 15:6 
tells us that he “believed in the Lord; 
and he counted it to him for righteous- 
ness.” And Abraham did not stop there. 
He walked before ‘God as God com- 
manded him, and he learned to stagger 
not at the promises of God through un- 
belief. He, like us his spiritual children 
(as Galatians 3:7 declares us to be), 
erred sadly' sometimes through the dis- 
obedience of unbelief. But the Holy 
Spirit could nevertheless illustrate a 
consistent walk of faith throughout Ro- 
mans 4 from Abraham’s life. Not only 
did Abraham believe God for righteous- 
ness, but he walked down the narrow 
path of righteousness in the counsel of 
the One in whom he believed. 

What a glorious fruitage came from 
Abraham's life! Romans 4:18 declares 
that he became “the father of many 
nations.” What made him so spiritually 
virile and prosperous? He turned from 
the outwardly prosperous world and its 
perishing pleasures to delight himself in 
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the promises of the God that cannot lie 
or fail. 

And who is a picture of the chaff? 
Inclining to the view that Lot’s wife 
was a stranger to the grace of God, a 
professor perhaps but not a possessor, 
we believe that Lot’s wife fits into that 
frame. Her earthly life is not even 
mentioned, let alone described, but only 
her tragic departure as she was swept 
into eternity by the wind and storm of 
divine wrath. The solemn word the 
Lord Jesus spoke, “Remember Lot’s 
wife” (Luke 17:32), erected a memorial 
for this unhappy person, not “blessed” 
but “cursed”; which memorial has stood 
for centuries to warn those who live for 
the things beneath the sun to the neg- 
lecting of the soul’s need of God. 

Consider now the Bible picture of 
one whose manner of life is not men-

How Can Christ 
Be Equal With God? 


I could neyer understand how Christ 
could be equal with God when He said 
in John 14:28, “My Father is greater 
than I.”"—A Pennsylvania reader. 

(The following reply was written by 
Dr. J. B. Rowelt of Victoria, B. C.) 


The question is, Do we depend on rea- 
son or revelation? The Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses, and others, seek to imply that 
these affirmations cdnstitute a contradic. 
tion, and that both could not be true; 
and, having created the difficulty, they 
build up their argument. They refer to 
Jesus as an inferior. In speaking on the 
rights of Jehovah God, they say, “These 
lesser rights granted to his inferiors, all 
faithful creatures from Christ Jesus on 
down .. .” (“Jehovah’s Witnesses 1953 
Year Book,” Jan. 6th). Speaking of 
Christ as “a human creature,” they say: 
“So Christ Jesus was the first to be born 
again. He was born again by God’s 
Spirit operating upon him to give him 
a conditional right to life in the heavens, 
heavenly life being the purpose of his 
being born again, or its goal” (see mag- 
azine, Awake, June 22, 1955). Thus, they 
include Jesus with the rest of humanity 
as in subjection to Almighty God, say- 
ing, as they do, “Hence, all, INCLUDING 
JESUS, are in complete subjection to the 
great Head, Almighty God” (“Let God 
Be True,” p. 86). To support this, they 
quote the words, “My Father is greater 
than I.” 

As Dr. James Abbadie affirmed, “It 
would be a haughty kind of modesty for 
a mere creature to say, The Former of 
all things is greater than I. Neither 
Moses, nor Isaiah, nor any of the 
prophets, ever used such language. A 
loyal subject never affects to say, The

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I. The Effect of the Dead Sea Scrolls on ihe Bible Text 


Have the manuscripts changed our translations 


of the Bible? 


"Toe: discovery of the now famous 
Dead Sea Scrolls goes back to the 
spring of 1947, when an Arab boy 
of the Ta’amireh tribe was pursuing a 
recalcitrant goat,! or, according to other 
versions of the story, was looking for 
a lost sheep.2 In his search he climbed 
the rocky cliffs at the north end of the 
Dead Sea, and at one juncture sat down 
near a hole in the rock. Throwing a 
stone through the hole, he heard some- 
thing shatter inside. With a companion 
he crawled through the hole and found 
jars, broken pottery, and leather scrolls 
on the floor of the cave (which has sub- 
sequently been numbered Cave One in 
the series of caves later found in this 
area). This first cave is, about a mile 
from a site called Qumran, the excava- 
tion of which has revealed it to be the 
location of the community of a Jewish 
sect which possessed these manuscripts 
found in the caves. 

The fifteen-year-old Arab boy, Mu- 
hammed Dib, later brought the scrolls 
to Bethlehem. Subsequently they were 
taken to the St. Mark’s Syrian Orthodox 
Monastery in Jerusalem, and finally, on 
February 19, 1948, were brought to the 
American School of Oriental Research in 
Jerusalem. 

The director of the American School, 
Pref. Millar Burrows, was away at the 
time, and one of the Fellows, John Tre- 
ver, examined the manuscripts. With 
the permission of the monk from St. 
Mark’s Monastery, he copied two lines 
from the largest scroll, which proved to 
be Isaiah 65:1 and was Trever’s first 
certain clue that this was the back end 
of'a whole scroll of Isaiah. The forms 
of the letters were puzzling and Trever 
compared them with samples of ancient 
manuscripts. The script of the Isaiah 
manuscript was more like that of a He- 
brew fragment of the Ten Command- 
ments and a passage in” Deuteronomy 
calied the Nash Papyrus, usually dated 
between 100 B.C. and A.D, 200. 

John Trever began making photo- 
graphs of the manuscripts, and sent some 
to Dr. W, F. Albright of Johns Hopkins

The Dead Sea Scrolls, discovered 
just before and after the mid-point 
of this present century, date back 
2,000 years. Many of these manu- 
scripts are those of Biblical books. 
Dr. Free, Archaeological Editor of 
The Sunday School Times and pro- 
fessor of Archaeology at Wheaton 
College, was on one of the expedi- 
tions searching for more caves bear- 
ing additional manuscripts. This is 
the first of four articles in which he 
tells of the significance of these dis- 
coveries which show how carefully 
the text of our Bible has been copied 
down through the years. The second 
article will appear next week. 








University in Baltimore. Professor Al- 
bright wrote back that the manuscript 
was in a script datable to about 100 
B.C.3 Subsequent examination of the 
manuscripts, the pottery in the caves, 
the coins, and other evidence point to 
the period of 100 B.C. to A.D. 70 for 
most of the manuscripts, with the Isaiah 
manuscript datable to about 100 B.C. 

The discovery was phenomenal, for it 
represented a copy of Isaiah 1,000 years 
older than the Hebrew manuscripts 
which are the basis of our modern Bib- 
lical translations. One of the significant 
facts which came out of a detailed study 
ef this ancient Isaiah manuscript was 
the evidence of the close agreement be- 
tween the Dead Sea Scroll of Isaiah and 
the later manuscripts on which most of 
our translations have been based. 

Prof. Millar Burrows of Yale made a 
detailed study of the ancient manuscript, 
and pointed out that there was nothing 
in it which could be called “a major 
addition or’ omission.”4 Some popular 
reports made shortly after the discov- 
ery of the manuscript stated that there 
were “hundreds of differences” between 
the 2,000-year-old copy of Isaiah and 
other later texts which are the basis 
of most of our translations. Actually, 
the largest proportion of such variants 
are merely a matter of spelling, and con- 
stitute no more of a variation than the 
difference in the spelling of many Eng- 
lish words, such as “favour” and “favor.”

In Burrows’ study of the variants in the 
Dead Sea Scroll of Isaiah, he wrote an 
article of some fifteen pages; it is sig- 
nificant that ten pages deal entirely with 
variations in spelling only.5 


Ancient Scribes 

In earlier times, and particularly be- 
fore printing was invented in the fif- 
teenth century, scribes made hand-writ- 
ten copies of the Biblical manuscripts. 
They were regularly very careful in 
their work, but in spite of their care, 
it was possible to misread a word. In 
other cases one scribe slowly read the 


* Biblical text, while several other scribes 


wrote the words and produced several 
copies at the same time. It was possible 
for a scribe to hear a word wrongly. 
The Hebrew word for “not” is lo’ and 
for “to him” is lo, virtually identical in 
pronunciation, and differing in spell- 
ing only one letter in Hebrew. There 
are a few places where it is evident from 
the context, and from the alternate 
reading of other manuscripts, that a 
scribe heard the lo meaning “to him” 
or “to it” and wrote the dther lo’, mean- 
ing “not.” An illustration of this is found 
in Isaiah 9:3, “Thou hast multiplied the 
nation, and not increased the joy .. .” 
The context here in Isaiah 9 speaks of 
God giving light, “The people that 
walked in darkness have seen a great 
light . . .” (9:2); and, in view of the 
context, it is quite evident that orig- 
inally the tex} read in Isaiah 9:3, “Thou 
hast multiplied the nation and increased 
its joy.” In addition to the evidence of 
context, a number of ancient transla- 
tions also attest this latter reading. 


Variations and Biblical Doctrine 


| Oe through thd centuries it has 
been pointed out by Biblical schol- 
ars who have spent their lives study- 
ing the Hebrew and Greek text that 
none of these variations which we find 
among various ancient Biblical manu- 
scripts would change any doctrine of the 
Christian faith. In fact, one can go fur- 
ther, and point out that if one purposely 
chose the variations which obviously 
were a case of mis-copying, still no truth 
of the Christian faith would be changed. 
Bentley stated the situation this way 
in an earlier day: “The real text of 
the sacred writings is competently exact, 
nor is one article of faith or moral pre- 
cept either perverted or lost, choose ds

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awkwardly as you will, choose the worst 
by design, out of the whole lump of 
readings” (italics mine). It is comfort- 
ing to know that if “with malice afore- 
thought” one chose the variations which 
are very plainly a mis-copying of the 
text, we still would not change any of 
the great truths of our faith. 


The Masoretic Text 

VER a long period of time the Old 

Testament was copied by Jewish 
scribes who are referred to as “Maso- 
retes” because they dealt with the “Ma- 
sora” or traditional text of the Old Tes- 
tament. The Masoretic Text is the next 
that they copied and recopied down 
through the years. One of the very 
striking things about the newly discov- 
ered Isaiah manuscript is the similarity 
between it and the Masoretic Text, which 
has been known for hundreds of years. 
In his first article on the Isaiah Scroll, 
short'y after it was discovered, Millar 
Burrows said, “Herein lies its chief im- 
portance, supporting the fidelity of the 
Masoretic tradition.” ¢ 


Careful Copying 


URROWS points out also that in 

view of the long interval between 
the Dead Sea Scroll text of Isaiah and 
the medieval manuscripts which we 
have, “one might have expected a much 
larger number of variant readings and 
a much wider degree of divergence.” 
But, he adds, “It is a matter for wonder 
that through something like a thousand 
years the text underwent so little alter- 
ation.”7 +All of this shows how care- 
fully the scribes did their work, and 
emphasizes the fact that one of the 
great significances of the Isaiah manu- 
script is the demonstration that our

The Ancient Manuscript and 
New Translations 


HERE are, as previously pointed out, 

some variations between the Isaiah 
manuscript and the medieval manu- 
scripts which we have had for a long 
time. The majority of these differences 
are in spelling, but there are some that 
involve words and phrases. ‘Some pub- 
li¢ity has given one the impression that 
these variations would greatly alter cur- 
rent and future translations. Is such the 
case? 

The Isaiah manuscript was discovered 
while the new R.S.V. was in process of 
being translated. Professor Burrows, 
who was on the Old Testament Com- 
mittee for translating the R.S.V., tells 
that a man at Northfield, Mass., said to 
him in the summer of 1948, “You will 
have to revise your translation of Isa- 
iah all over again now, won’t you?” 
Burrows’ statement on this proposition 
was, “This was not necessary, but of 
course the new evidence was consid- 
ered.” 8 

Actually only thirteen readings in 
which the new Isaiah manuscript dif- 
fers from the traditional text were 
eventually adopted by the R.S.V. translat- 
ing committee. This means that on an 
average of once every five chapters there 
was a word or phrase which varied in 
the Isaiah manuscript and was adopted 
in the R.S.V. translation. And writing 
later, Burrows acknowledges that “even 
in these thirteen places the superiority 
of the manuscript’s reading is not always 
certain.”

OR the third and last time will you

According to “Unity School of Chris- 
tianity,”3 pp. 4, 5, they simply “passed 
on.” Here is the record: “Myrtle Fill- 
more passed on to the invisible side of 
life on Tuesday, October 6, 1931... . 
On July 5, 1948, Charles Fillmore passed 
on at the age of ninety-four.” Surely 
they could not have been buried alive! 

What terrible folly to believe that 
“there is no death,” until one finds her- 
self.or himself “in the lake which burn- 
eth with fire and brimstone which is 
the second death” (Rev. 20:11-15; 21:8). 


Unity DENIES THE BopILy RESURRECTION 


In “Unity’s Statement of Faith,” 4 Ar- 
ticle 22, it is written: “We believe that 
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_ the dissolution of spirit, soul, and body, 
caused by death, is annulled by rebirth 
of the same spirft and soul in another 
body here on earth. We believe the re- 
peated incarnations of man to be a mer- 
ciful provision of our loving Father to 
the end that all may have opportunity 
to attain immortality through regenera- 
tion, as did Jesus. ‘This corruptible must 
put on incorruption.’” 

There is not the slightest ground, in 
either divine revelation or human rea- 
son, for this Hindu belief. Moses and 
Elijah, on the Mount of Transfiguration, 
were still Moses and Elijah. Neither the 
rich man nor Lazarus had lost his iden- 
tity in the world of departed spirits. We 
shall never cease tc be ourselves. Our 
personal identity remains fixed and un- 
changeable “for ever and ever,” “unto 
ages of ages.” 


Unity DENIES THE REALITY OF HEAVEN 


It does this by its doctrine of reincar- 
nation, but it also says, “It is often as- 
sumed that Jesus went away into the 
skies to prepare a.material heaven with 
golden streets, but the Spirit of truth 
reveals that the place that Jesus went 
to prepare is here, ‘Lo, I am with you 
always.’ That place is in the mind” 
(“What Practical Christianity Stands 
For,” 5 pp. 13, 14). Again we read, “He 
[Jesus] said to His disciptes, ‘I go to 
prepare a place for you... that where 
I am, there ye may be also.’ That place 
is a state of consciousness right here. in 
our midst” (“Jesus Christ’s Atone- 
ment,” 6 p. 11). 

But the Bible assures us that Heaven 
is a real place, from which the Son of 
God came down (John 6:38), to which 
He returned (Mark 16:19), and from 
which He will come again (Acts 1:11). 
Heaven is also the Father’s house, to 
which the children of God go immedi- 
ately upon their departure from this 
world (Acts 7:56, 59; 2 Cor. 5:1-8; Phil. 
1:23). 


Unity DENIES THE REALITY OF HELL 


None less than Charles Fi!lmore him- 
self says, “There is no warrant for the 
belief that God sends men to everlast- 
ing punishment” (“Christian Healing,” 7 
by Charles Fillmore, p. 114). What bet- 
tet warrant did this blasphemous false 
teacher want than the verdict to be ren- 
dered at the judgment of the nations, by 
the Son of man, who will be the Judge 
on that great day! (Matt. 25:31-46, par- 
ticularly verses 41 and 46.) For further 
teaching of the Lord Jesus about “hell,” 
with its “fire that never shall be 
quenched,” see Mark 9: 42-50. 

Both Myrtle and Charles Fillmore, be- 
fore they “passed on,”’ may have “ceased 
to think of hell as a future place of tor- 
ment,” and may have sought to comfort 
themselves by believing that “the only 
hell there is, is that produced by our 
thought”; but they were not in hel] two 
seconds before they became fully aware 
of its terrible reality, and were also 
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agonizingly conscious of the fact that 
they were in a “place of torment” (Luke 
16:28) from which there was not a way 
out with a sign over it in brilliant, red 
letters, reading, “EXIT!” 


Unity DENIES THE SECOND 
COMING OF CHRIST 


It says, “We believe that the ‘second 
coming’ of Jesus Christ is now being 
fulfilled, that His Spirit is quickening 
the whole world” (Unity’s Statement of 
Faith,4 Article 24). And Charles Fill- 
more says, “The first coming [of -Christ] 
is the receiving of Truth into the con- 
scious mind, and the second coming is 
the awakening and regeneration of the 
subconscious through the  supercon- 
scious or Christ Mind” (“The Twelve 
Powers of Man,”8 p. 1). 

But the Scriptures assure us that the 
second coming of Christ is His personal, 
bodily, visible, glorious return to this 
earth (Acts 1:11; 1 Thess, 4:16, 1%; Rev. 
1:7; 22:12, 20). 


Unity TEACHES THE ONENESS 
oF Gop AND MAN 


This idea, suggested by the name 
“Unity,” is also expressed as follows: 
“The idea of the immanence of God 
means that God and man are but two 
phases of the one eternal life and con- 
sciousness that constitutes our universe. 

. It is the idea that nothing exists 
except God; that humanity is one phase 
of His being” (“The True Character of 
God,” ® pp. 3, 4). 

But the climax of this pagan panthe- 
ism comes in the blasphemous “State- 
ments for the Realization of the Son of 
God” that Charles Fillmore puts into the 
mouths of his duped devotees, when he 
tells them to say, “I am the Son of God” 
(Matt, 27:43); “I am the only begotten 
Son of God, dwelling in the bosom of 
the Father” (John 1:18); “I am the 
Christ of God” (Luke 9:20); “I am the 
Beloved Son in whom the Father is well 
pleased” (Matt. 3:17); “He that hath seen 
me hath seen the Father” (John 14:9); “I 
and my Father are one” (John 10:30) 
(“Christian Healing,” 7 by Charles Fill- 
more, p. 26). 

What Satanic blasphemy for anyone 
to appropriate these affirmations, which 
every reader of the New Testament 
knows were either made by the Son of 
God concerning Himself, or were uttered 
by others of Him! 


Unity PreTENDS To BELIEVE 
AND TEACH THE TRUTH 


The word “truth” is to be found over 
and over again in Unity’s extensive liter- 
ature, and it professes to proclaim THE 
“Message of Truth” 19; but, as we have 
repeatedly seen, in the documented 
statements already quoted in this,article, 
when tested by the Word of God, which 
is “true from the beginning” (Psa. 119: 
160), this claim is false. And instead, 
Unity, if judged out of its own mouth, 
is fully demonstrated to be nothing less 
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than counterfeit Christianity; devilish 
deception; deadly delusion; pagan pan- 
theism;. powerful poison; and most 
treacherous teaching. Beware of it, lest 
it damn your soul! 

How important, therefore, that we 
know the Scriptures, and also know ex- 
actly what Unity, and the other “dam- 
nable heresies” (2 Pet, 2:1-3) believe 
and teach, and that we “put on the 
whole armour of God” as we “earnestly 
contend for the faith which was once 
for all delivered unto the saints” (Eph. 
6:10-18; Jude 3, A.S.V.). 

I first came into contact with ‘“The 
Unity School of Christianity” while serv- 
ing as interim pastor of one of our city 
churches. I found that it had laid hold 
upon one of the good men of the church, 
and that he was seeking to interest 
other church members in it. This led 
me to prepare the following letter with 
which I close ,my message: 


Dear Friends: 

NOW, as never before, we need to 
heed the warning of Jesus Christ, “Be- 
ware of false prophets, which come to 
you in sheep’s clothing, but inwardly 
they are ravening wolves” (Matt. 7:15). 
For today “many false prophets are 
gone out into the world” (1 John 4:1-6), 
and many people are being deceived 
by them (Matt. 24:4, 5, 24), and are fol- 
lowing “their pernicious ways” to their 
own destruction (2 Pet, 2:1, 2). 

One of these destructive heresies is 
the so-called “Unity School of Christian- 
ity.” This anti-Christian cult denies all 
the essentials of the Christian faith. It 
rejects the divine inspiration of the 
Scriptures, the personality of God, the 
reality of sin, the necessity of a Saviour 
apart from one’s self, and teaches that 
“the only heaven or hell] there is, is that 
produced by our thought.” It also holds 
the Hindu doctrine of reincarnation 
which is contrary to both reason and 
revelation, 

The special charm of Unity, like that 
of many other modern cults, is its sup- 
posed power to heal sickness and dis- 
ease, both of which it denies. In this 
connection it has a caricature of prayer 
which consists of merely talking to 
the parts of one’s body that may be 
affected and thus sending them whole- 
some thoughts of life which produce 
healing. .This is certainly a far cry 
from the Christian doctrine of prayer 
to a personal God, in the name of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, upon the ground 
of His shed blood, as taught in the 
Bible (Matt. 6:9; John 16:23, 24; Heb. 
10: 19-22). 

The final test of the real nature of 
any system of religious teaching is what 
it thinks of the person and work of the 
Lord Jesus Christ (Matt. 22:42; 16: 13-16; 
1 John 4:1-6). Unity says that Jesus 
was not the Christ but only the demon- 
stration of the Christ spirit that dwells 
in every man. It teaches that Jesus was 
not the Son of God in a unique sense, 


“plessedness for all who are 
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but merely “a son of God in the same 
way that all men are.” It so humanizes 
the Son of God and so deifies man that 
its devotees are taught to repeat over 
and over such formulas as, “I am that I 
am. I am infinite love, infinite power, 
infinite goodness. I am the Christ. I 
am God manifest in the flesh.” Certainly 
such blasphemous claims as these should 
convince any person of sound mind that 
Unity is a Christian counterfeit, a school 
of anti-Christianity. However, the tragic 
thing is that so many people seem to be 
utterly ignorant of the real nature of 
this devilish delusion that makes God 
a liar by its false teaching (1 John 5:10). 

Remember that simply denying a truth 
or a fact does not do away with it. So 
that, Unity to the contrary, God is a 
Person; the Bible is the Word of God; 
Jesus is the Son of God in a sense that 
is true of none other; sin is real; there 
is both sickness and disease, and also 
death; the Devil is a personal being, and 
not merely an impersonal principle of 
evil; Heaven is a real place of eternal 
saved 
through faith in the Son of God; and 
hell is a real place of eternal punish- 
ment for all who reject God’s great sal- 
vation. And today there iis widespread 
denial of and deception concerning the 
Faith, of which denial the Devil is the 
author (Gen. 3:1-7), and false teachers 
are his agents, against whom we are 
repeatedly warned in the Scriptures to 
be on our guard (2 Cor. 11:13-16; 2 John 
7-11; 2 Tim. 3:13). 

Therefore, beware of Unity. As you 
prize your eternal salvation have noth- 
ing to do with it. It is deadly spiritual 
poison. Do not read its literature. De- 
stroy all its publications that may fall 
into your hands, and keep them away 
from others. Warn them of this Satanic 
fraud. And as an antidote for it and to

VI. Teacher Training With the Master Teacher 


The logic of trust (Luke 12:22-30) 


HE occasion. Keep in mind the sit- 

uation presented in last week’s 
article involving the two _ brothers 
quarreling over their father’s estate. 
Carefully review the parable of the pros- 
pered glutton-farmer. Stay by that par- 
able until the Master’s ardent soul 
enkindles you. But do not fail to under- 
stand the tremendous difference in the 
Saviour’s outlook. When fashioning that 
Parable of the Rich Fool, he was trying 
to break down a man’s excessive greed 
for perishing things. In this succeeding 
paragraph the Lord is fully recognizing 
every man’s physical need, and arguing 
most carefully to show how all our 
bodily wants are in the open circle of 
God’s intelligent care. The two lessons 
need conning together. 

2. Arguments for trusting God for bod- 
ily ne@ds. As men face ceaseless calls 
for food and clothes, their souls ,become 
commonly distraught They are prone 
to fret away their peace. But all that 
worry is vain. And it has no ground. 
Men should live in godly trust. 


(a) The “life” is more than “meat.” 
The “body” is more than “raiment.” 
Here is a mighty argument. It finely 


illustrates a prevalent quality in Christ 
Jesus’ teaching art. He goes to the roots. 
Pursue His thought. You who sweat 
and haste and fret in face of hunger 
for fear that food will fail; think of 
your body, of your being, your life. This 
is the fundamental thing. But this is 
no product of your anxiety and toil. It 
is the handiwork of God. He creates 
man’s body. Here He holds an absolute 
monopoly. Think into this. No mortal 
can by any expense of carefulness spin 
a single nerve, or kindle in the living 
eye a single flash of light. But God can 
carve the shoulder, mold the thigh, build 
up the neck, design the head, expand 
the lungs, coil up the tireless muscles 
of the heart, weave the tingling nerves, 
lay channels everywhere for tides of 
vital blood, teach every organ when to 
call for.food, when to say enough, how 
to deal with waste, when to wake to 
effort, when to sink to rest. God, and 
God alone, builds up and finishes the 
human frame. Its stature and symmetry 
are all designed by Him. The wisest, 
mightiest man is too weak and ignorant 


. 
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to cleave and double a single cell. Man 
can never build an eye, nor plant an 
ear. God does it all. Such is your body; 
such your life. He who employs such 
transcendent skill and might to frame 
the marvelous complex of the human 
frame will surely lay within easy reach 
all suitable attire, and reward all worthy 
toil With convenient food. 


(b) God feeds the birds that neither 
sow nor reap nor own a single barn. 
From cankering care their little lives 
are wholly free. They never hoard; but 
they never fret or fear. The distant day 
and the distant need lie all beyond their 
ken. They never know what anxious 
worry is. Each day, though filled with 
busy search, is also filled with ‘song. 
They are lively messengers to men of 
lifelong, unflecked happiness under the 
sleepless thoughtfulness of God. The 
Father ever feedeth them. But men out- 
rank the birds. Then men should cease 
to fret, and learn to trust in God. 


(c) God decks each lily in the field, 
though they never sow, and never spin. 
And when the heavenly work is done, 
no earthly robe, not even Solomon’s, 
can match their web or hue. And yet 
their bloom and texture fade and per- 
ish in a day. But man outranks, and 
far outlasts the grass. Far more surely 
then will he have beautiful attire. Most 
surely, then, should each immortal child 
of God forego to fret lest he should go 
unclad. 

(d) To fret is futile anyway. Try it. 
Try it in the matter of your size, your 
height, the fixed destiny of your days. 
Add one cubit, if you can. It is all be- 
yond your hand. It has all been fixed 
by God. If now, in such rudiments, you 
are totally impotent, why do you be- 
come distraught in things that will 
surely ensue? 

(e) Then, finally, he who feeds the 
birds, and beautifies the fields, and knits 
your frame, and sets the number of 
your days, is not a cold, far-off, unheed- 
ing Lord. He is your Father. You have 
a first-hand title to His faithfulness. 
Make room for this. He is your Father, 
omnipotent, affectionate, all-wise. Cast 
all your care on Him. 

3. Studies. Here is a masterly illus- 
tration of Christ’s teaching skill. Keep 
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in mind the background—those unfra- 
ternal brothers; that feasting, lazy fool, 
summoned suddenly to his tomb; the 
universal anxiousness of men about far- 
distant needs. In all those scenes He 
sees a beautiful, deathless soul of a pre- 
cious child of God stifled and submerged 
by waves of wicked worldliness. He 
longs to lift it out and give it light and 
air and liberty. Closely watch, as He 
unclusters the twisted coils of care, un- 
clasps the troublesome grip of fear, un- 
seats the rule of greed, and sets the 
spirit free to live, primarily and without 
restraint, for God. 

(a) See how He limits His round of 
thought to dress and food. What do you 
think of this? Has He included within 
these two all essential grounds of care? 
Or was it His aim to mention those most 
fundamental? Or would He design these 
two to illustrate some numerous list of 
proper needs and likely cares? Is the 
ford of His thought all the same, what- 
ever way you answer these three ques- 
tions? Bring your mind to answer this. 
It is essential, before you begin to teach 
with independent mind upon this theme. 

(b) How general is the fault which 
Christ here assails? Are you likely to 
meet it nowadays? 

(c) Study the form of His teaching. 
Is it Syrian, or local, or any way an- 
tique? Or is it as truly American, 
world-plain, and up-to-date? Can you 
separate form from substance here? 

(d) .What do you think of the teach- 
ing value of His use of birds and grass? 
Could you frame His argument, and 
leave them out? Where lies the logic 
of that “much more”? . Is there ‘any 
meaning in the fact that flowers. and 
birds are incapable of anxiety?. Upon 
what does the argument rest, their care- 
free nature or their lesser worth? 

(e) Now draw out the-actual thread of 
Jesus’ argument. Can you frame it into 
a syllogism? 

(f) He takes it for granted that God 
feeds the birds. Do you agree? If not, 
why not?, Does your Father clothe the 
grass? Are your convictions here as 
clear and calm as Christ’s? If not, can 
you hope to teach like Him? 

(g) What is Christ Jesus’ estimate of 
man, as uncovered here? Is His aim 
here to restrict, or to’ exalt our life? Look 
into that allusion to Solomon’s attire. 
It was surely glorious. But it- was 
eclipsed by the finer beauty of the 
swiftly fading fields. And we outrank 
the grass. Think carefully here. Just 
what is Christ’s thought? What is the 
grade of the human ideal which inspires 
and molds His teaching art? What 
would He have. us do with a Sainted 
father’s goods? How would He have a 
wealthy farmer live? Do not lazily re- 
fuse to think. Does your ideal of man 
have equal clearness, beauty, and worth 
with Christ’s? What bearing has this 
upon your teaching? ’

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Ecuador Honors Combined 
Evangelical Missions 


N A news release dated February 17, 
Dr. Clarence W. Jones, president of 

the World Radio Missionary Fellowship, 
Inc., Quito, Ecuador, states that on Feb- 
ruary 16, the Supreme Government of 
Ecuador conferred the National Medal 
of Merit in the Order of Commander on 
Abe Van Der Puy, president of the Inter 
Mission Fellowship of Ecuador. In a 
severely simple and dignified ceremony, 
held in the luxurious Yellow Room of 
the Government Palaces, the President 
of Ecuador with several of his Cabinet 
ministers honored the memory of the five 
missionary martyrs recently killed by 
Auca Indians in the jungle. 

The Minister of Foreign Relations spoke 
feelingly after the reading of the Presi- 
dent’s Decree citing the Government's 
reasons for bestowing this signal honor 
upon Mr. Van Der Puy as representative 
of all evangelical missions operating in 
the country, “because of the unceasing, 
unselfish, and sacrificial service rendered 
by your missions to our nation. As the 
President’s citation indicates, this serv- 
ice is carried out without fear of the dan- 
gers and inconveniences which surround 
the task, in the true Christian spirit 
that motivates each one of the mission- 
aries who have come from their distant 
countries to our jungle areas far from 
civilization and the Christian faith.” 

Upon receiving the elaborately orna- 
mented medal and its accompanying 
diploma, Mr. Van Der Puy replied warm- 
heartedly, “Despite the fact that I feel 
unworthy to receive this medal and 
diploma, on behalf of the Evangelical 
Missions and with all my heart I wish 
to express our thanks and appreciation 
to the President, his Cabinet Ministers, 
and al] the Ecuadoréan people. During 
the days of the rescue search for the five 
missionary victims, we saw in a most 
palpable manner the co-operation and 
help of the Ecuadoreans, and we are 
sincerely grateful. We admire our col- 
leagues who have made the supreme 
sacrifice, and I wish to express on be- 
half of those who are living and enjoy 
the privilege of working in every part 
of this republic, and especially in the 
jungle, that we will exert every effort 
to continue moving forward in our at- 
tempts to make friendly contact with 
the Aucas (whom we expect some day to 
see completely civilized) until they have 
received the most glorious message in all 
the world, the message of salvation by 
our glorious Saviour Jesus Christ.” 

The U.S. Ambassador to Ecuador, 
Sheldon T. Mills, was present at the 
ceremony in addition to three of the 
five missionary widows, Mrs. Marjorie 
Saint, Mrs. Barbara Youderian, and Mrs. 
Olive Fleming. Representing several of

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From Skagway to Carcross 
Along the Gold Trail of '98 


N THE 1956 Christian Fellowship 

Cruise to Alaska, the northernmost 
point reached by the SS. Chilcotin, 
which will be the party’s home afloat 
for nine days, will be Skagway, Alaska. 
The name “Skagway” is inseparably 
linked with the history and development 
of Alaska, for it lies at the beginning of 
the Gold Trail of '98 that led to the 
Klondike in Yukon Territory. During 
the gold-rush days, Skagway was a busy, 
booming town. Today it is a ghost town 
with only a few hundred inhabitants, 
but it is filled with memories of for- 
tunes made overnight, and heartbreaking 
losses as returning prospectors risked, 
at the gambling tables, all they had won 
by months of toil. 

One of the centers of more pleasant 
memories in Skagway is the Pullen 
House, still maintained as a hostelry for 
travelers. Here nearly every important 
visitor to Alaska from the States has 
been entertained. It is stated that in the 
gold rush days, Mrs. Martha Pullen, a 
widow, went to Skagway by steamer 
with some eighteen head of horses 
which, because there was no suitable 
landing’ dock, had to be swum ashore. 
She then leased the horses, together with 
other equipment, to prospectors for the 
long trek over the mountain passes to 
the Klondike. 

But the 1956 Christian Fellowship 
party will not have to endure the rigors 
of the old ’98 trail on foot. They will 
journey by comfortable railway coaches 
from Skagway to Carcross, a little town 
of about one hundred, whose name is 
an abbreviation for “Caribou Crossing.” 
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The White Pass and Yukon Railway 
over which this journey will be made 
is a narrow-gauge railway, the roadway 
of which for considerable of its length 
has been blasted out of solid rock. It 
spirals around mountainsides and across 
spectacular canyons and then skirts the 


shores of beautiful Lake Bennett. The 
entire journey is made amid magnificent, 
snowcapped peaks and through the wild- 
est country imaginable. You will find 
it difficult to economize on camera film 
here, but it will be advisable to save 
some for the return trip, for after lunch 
the party will journey back to Skagway 
and many breath-taking views that 
were not caught on the journey north- 
ward will present themselves. The train 
will reach Skagway in time to allow the 
members of the party to visit the shops 
before returning to the S.S, Chilcotin for 
dinner. 

The 1956 Christian Fellowship Tour to 
Alaska will include many other thrill- 
ing experiences besides this journey 
over the 98 Gold Trail. After leaving 
Chicago on July/2 by rail, the party will 
spend three days in. Glacier National 
Park and Waterton Lakes National Park. 
The rail journey will be resumed to 
Seattle, where, after staying overnight, 
motorcoaches will carry the group to 
Paradise Inn in Rainier National Park. 
Returning to Seattle the following after- 
noon, the group will board a Canadian 
Pacific steamer the next morning for 
Victoria, B. C., and an overnight stay 
at the famous Empress Hotel. They will 
again journey by steamer to Vancouver, 
B. C., at which point the nine-day voy- 
age along the Inside Passage, aboard the 
S.S. Chilcotin, will begin. The stops on 
this steamer journey will include Prince 
Rupert, B. C., Ketchikan, Juneau, Skag- 
way, and Wrangell, Alaska. 

Returning to Vancouver, the party will 
journey to Seattle by rail and, after an- 
other overnight stop, will start home- 
ward via the Northern Pacific Railway, 
reaching Chicago on Wednesday, July 
25. Throughout, members of the group 
will be spared traveling annoyances 
such as checking timetables, making res- 
ervations, and looking after luggage. 
These details will be handled by a 
trained railroad escort.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 
Approach to the Lesson 
T IS but a few weeks ago that the 
I Christian world was stirred with the 
news of the death of five young men 
at the hands of the Auca Indians of 
Ecuador, whom they had sought to reach 
with the Gospel. Thus five more names 
were added to the long roll of Chris- 
tian martyrs. First in the list is Stephen. 
We are not denying that the prophets 
of the Old Testament dispensation belong 
to the same category of faithful wit- 
nesses. Nor are we forgetting that our 
Lord Himself died at the hands of un- 
believing men. There is, however, a 
difference. The prophets suffered as 
those who acclaimed Christ beforehand. 
Stephen, and all who followed, suffered 
, as those who acclaimed that Christ had 
come, and who were offering the re- 
demption accomplished in His blood. 

We may indeed call Christ a martyr if 
we understand the sense in which we 
use the word. Basically the word mar- 
tyr simply means “witness,” but has 
come to mean one who has suffered, 
and in particular has died for his wit- 
ness. This is certainly true. of Christ, of 
whom Paul says, “. . . who before Pon- 
tius Pilate witnessed a good confession” 
(1 Tim. .6:13). However, the redemp- 
tive aspect of the death of Christ so com- 
pletely overshadows the martyr aspect 
that it is not wise to put Him in the 
same category as those who have suf- 
fered even unto death for His sake. 

We are reminded, then, that whether 
it be in the first century or the twen-

And when he had said 
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tieth, witnessing for Jesus Christ may 
involve martyrdom. If, then, we would 
be true, we had better know the spirit 
of the martyrs. This does not mean the 
developing of a martyr complex, but it 
does mean such abandonment to Jesus 
Christ that we shall stop short of noth- 
ing, not even death itself, if that be in 
the line of duty. The best way to be 
ready to die is to die now in the sense 
which the Apostle Paul had in mind 
when he used the significant words, “al- 
ways bearing about in the body the dy- 
ing of the Lord Jesus, that the life also 
of Jesus might be made manifest in our 
body” (2 Cor. 4:10). 


Verse by Verse 

Acts 6:8.—“‘And Stephen, full of faith 
and ‘power, did great wonders hag 
Although one of the seven appointed to 
“serve tables” (vs. 1-5), Stephen, by 
reason of the spiritual power granted 
him, could not be confined to that min- 
istry, Compare “full of faith and power” 
with “full of faith and of the Holy 
Ghost” in verse 5. 

Verse 9.—“. . . certain of the synagogue 

. of the Libertines . . . disputing with 
Stephen.” The Libertines were Jews 
who had obtained Roman freedom, or 
the sons of freedmen. They were not 
Palestinian Jews, but had been exposed 
to the influences of the Greek world. 
Saul of Tarsus probably attended this 
synagogue. 

Verse 10.—*. . . not able to resist the 
wisdom and the spirit by which he 
spake.” This was apparently a full- 
dress debate, in which Stephen’s argu- 
ments discovered the weaknesses of the 


Jewish position. : 


Chaps, 6:11 to 7:50. This section tells 
of the Jewish resort to misrepresenta- 
tion as they ha'ed Stephen before the 
Sanhedrin (6:11-15). Then comes his 
defense, covering the first fifty verses of 
chapter 7. Our lesson portion breaks 
in where Stephen takes the offensive. 


Chap. 7:51.—*“. . . ye do always resist 
the Holy Ghost .. .” Stephen’s speech 
has shown how their fathers had habitu- 
ally resisted, from the time of Moses on. 
Now he accuses his own generation of 
similar resistance in their rejection of 
Christ. 

Verse 52.—‘Which of the prophets 
have not your fathers persecuted ... . 
the Just One; of whom ye have been 
now the betrayers and murderers.” The 
prophets who heralded the coming of 
Christ had suffered martyrdom in vary- 
ing degrees. Now these men who pro- 
fessed to revere the prophets were main- 
taining the record of their fathers by 
their actions toward Christ Himself (the 
Righteous One) and toward those who 
proclaimed Him. See Matthew 23: 29-37. 

Verse 53.—“. . . received the law by 
the disposition of angels .. .” The Jews 
gioried in the part which angels played 
in the giving of the Law, but the Law 
had become more of a fetish than a liv- 
ing directive for conduct: See Galatians 
3:19; Hebrews 2:2. 

Verse 54.—“. . . they were cut to the 
heart, and they gnashed on him with 
their teeth.” To have the prisoner turn 
accuser and judge was too much for the 
council members, who were certainly 
not open to reason, much less to convic- 
tion. 


Verse 55.—“. . . full of the Holy Ghost 
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. . saw the glory of God, and Jesus 
standing on the right hand of God.” The 
same Holy Spirit who had given Stephen 
such wisdom to confound his enemies 
now gave him vision to support him in 
face of their wrath. Earth was reced- 
ing, Heaven was filling his horizon. 
Notice that in this vision of glory, Jesus 
was standing. 


Verse 56.—“. . . Behold, I see... the 
Soneof man standing on the right hand 
of God.” The heavens opened to Jesus 
on the occasion of His baptism, and to 
Stephen as he entered the waters to 
share Christ’s deeper baptism (Mark 10: 
38, 39). 

Verse 57.—“Then they cried out... 
stopped their ears, and ran upon him 
with one accord.” This, of course, was 
blasphemy to their sanctimonious ears, 
as was Christ’s own testimony (Matt. 
26:65, 66). Here was no judicious weigh- 
ing of evidence or argument, but the 
frenzy of prejudiced anger. 

Verse 58.—“And cast him out... and 
stoned him .. , a young man’s feet, 
whose name was Saul.” According to 
Jewish Law (Deut. 17:7) the witnesses 
were required to cast the first stones. 
Seul of Tarsus here for the first time 
enters the record: 


Verse 59.—“. . . Lord Jesus, receive 
my spirit.” Jesus committed His spirit 
to the Father; Stephen committed his 
spirit to Jesus. 


Verse 60.—“. . . Lord, lay not this sin 
to their charge . he. fell asleep.” 
Surely Stephen had learned this in the 
school of Jesus. See Luke 23:34, and 
compare 2 Chronicles 24:22. “Fell 
asleep” is more than a euphemism. It 
represents the new conception of death 
(1 Cor. 15:51). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Stephen was not appointed to the office 
of preaching but to the office of serving 
tables, or, in other words, seeing to the 
distribution of the fellowship fund to 
the widows in the church in Jerusa- 
lem. But Stephen was like a river in 
spate; he could not abide within the 
channel of his officia] task. He was too 
full of the Holy Ghost, and too gifted 
by the Holy Ghost to devote himself 
entirely to the material affairs of the 
church. Like Paul after him, he could 
say, “Necessity is laid upon me; yea, 
woe is unto me, if I preach not the gos- 
pel!” (1 Cor. 9:16.) 

Now if we are to judge by his name, 
Stephen was a Hellenistic Jew. He had 
had contact with the Greek world. He, 
therefore, had a strong drawing to those 
Jews in Jerusalem who had come from 
different parts of the Roman Empire 
where they had been exposed to the 
Grecian influences, These Jews had a 
synagogue of their own, called the Syna- 
gogue of the Libertines, so called be- 
cause they were Roman freemen, or citi- 
zens. To this synagogue, therefore,

Stephen repaired with his witness for 
Jesus Christ. He soon discovered that 
they were no more open to the Gospel 
than were the Palestinian Jews, who 
were supposed to be much more strict 
in their adherence to the traditions. One 
practice, however, these Hellenists had 
learned from the Greeks—the practice of 
debate, and Stephen soon found himself 
engaged in this practice. Had the de- 
bate, or debates, been submitted to un- 
biased judges for decision, Stephen 
would have won by an overwhelming 
vote. His opponents could not stand up 
against his wisdom and his magnificent 
expositions of the Old Testament Scrip- 
tures. 

But it is one thing to win a debate, 
and another thing to win a soul. The 
more the Jews were defeated, the more 
adamant they became, till they resorted 
to base misrepresentations of Stephen's 
statements, and haled him before the 
Sanhedrin on charges of blasphemy 
against Moses and the Temple. In some 
respects his trial was very much like 
that of his Lord before him, but in one 
respect it greatly differed, for whereas 
our Lord offered no defense, but con- 
fined Himself to answering such ques- 
tions as He deemed necessary, Stephen

(Answers on page 290) 
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launched into a lengthy defense. He used 
the history of the nation to show how 
persistently they had resisted every ap- 
proach of God from the time of Moses 
on. Then he charged them with doing 
the same thing again now, not only 
against Moses and the prophets but 
against the very One of whom they had 
all witnessed, the Righteous’ One, the 
Christ. But they. were in no mood to 
be convinced, much less to repent, and 
despite the angelic glow on Stephen’s 
countenance, and despite the invincible 
logic of his statement, they were deter- 
mined on his destruction, and when he 
in the ecstasy of heavenly vision de- 
clared that he saw Jesus at the right 
hand of God, they threw all judicial 
procedure to the wings and rushed him 
out to his death. ere he climaxed 
his witness with a public committal of 
his spirit to Jesus, and a prayer for his 
persecutors. There was one man there 
who never forgot (Acts 7:58).

Topics for Development 

Stephen’s Defense. The speech of 
Stephen before the Sanhedrin has been 
viewed in a variety of ways. Some$hold 
that the sudden change of tone in verse 
51 indicates that his speech was inter- 
rupted by a display of anger on the part 
of the Sanhedrin, so that he gave up 
pursuing his subject further, and 
launched into his chgrge against them. 
We cannot be certain of this, but one 
does wonder whether a portion of his 
address has been omitted from the rec- 
ord, creating this sense of breach. From 
another point of view, however, the 
speech seems complete. When he ar- 
rived at verse 50 he had answered both 
charges against him, namely, that he 
had spoken against Moses and against 
the Temple. He made it clear that not 
he but their fathers had opposed Moses. 
As for the Temple, he had brought out 
the fact that like the Tabernacle it was 
a temporary arrangement. This he 
showed from Isaiah 66:1, 2. Thus even 
in their determination to retain the 
Temple they were resisting God, espe- 
cially since He had come whose task 
it was to build the living Temple. Thus 
the defense turned into a charge. 


The Triumph of the Martyrs. It is an 
old saying that “the blood of the mar- 
tyrs is the seed of the church.” There 
can be no doubt that the sight of 
Stephen dying haunted Saul of Tarsus, 
and was one of the goads against which 
he found it hard to kick during that 
orgy of persecution in which he sought 
ier a season to drown his growing con- 

ctions. It is not too much to say, 
then, that all the apostolic labors of Paul 
grew out of the death of Stephen, and 
who knows but that one of the Aucas 
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whose hands have been stained with the 
blood of the five may yet become a veri- 
table Paul to the Indians of Ecuador? 
Surely it is something worth praying for. 


Practical Applications 

A man may be appointed to “serve 
tables,” but if he is gifted for preaching 
and is “ful] of the Holy Ghost” he can- 
not be manacled by his office. We need 
preaching deacons as well as preaching 
elders. 

Debate is not a common instrument of 
conversion. Men worsted in argument 
are not usually convinced, but only con- 
firmed in their prejudice. Stephen won 
the argument, but lost his life. 

Do not expect justice in persecution, 
but only legalized ginjustice. Prejudice 
and frehzy are incapable of weighing 
evidence. 

The death of Stephen only emphasized 
the fact that following Christ cannot be 
separated from the Cross, and the twen- 
tieth century is offering abundant evi- 
dence of the same truth. 

He who has received pardon and 
peace from a dying, risen Saviour will 
be able to demonstrate peace and par- 
don when men do their worst. 
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Golden Text 

Philippians 1:29.—“For unto you it is 
given in the behalf of Christ, not only 
to believe on him, but also to suffer for 
his sake.” Suffering for Christ is a gift, 
a privilege, a sacred trust. Believing 
on Him is the qualification for such an 
appointment.

In a Bolivian city there is a church 
known as The Church of the Risen Lord. 
A few years ago, one of its members 
began talking to his fellow workmen in 
a foundry about the Lord Jesus. A man 
named Antonio was much impressed, got 
a New Testament, and began to read it 
to his Roman Catholic wife and mother. 
They opposed him at first, but in a few 
months were won to the Lord.

The Busy Men’s Corner

. Stephen, full of faith [or grace] 
and power...” (Acts 6:8).—What a 
happy combination—grace and power! 
Stephen possessed both. The secret, of 
course, is the fact that he was filled with 
the Holy Spirit. 
Some speakers have been likened to 
expert knife-throwers, who can throw 
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and cause the knives to stick all around 
a human farget. They can throw.a knife 
within a hair’s breadth of the person 
without hitting him, 

It is affirmed that there are preachers 
who are expert at this art. Their audi- 
ences are perfectly safe. However sharp 
the words they utter, they are so aimed 
as to be sure not to hit. 

Stephen aimed at his hearers’ con- 
sciences and his mesSage pricked them, 
and God confirmed his testimony with 
great wonders and signs. This is the 
first instance where anyone but a special 
apostle wrought miracles. 

The Lord said, “An evil and adulterous 
generation seeketh after a sign.” Al- 
though great wonders and signs were 
given that generation, they not only re- 
mained unbelievers, but became perse- 
cutors and murderers of His servants! 


“Then there arose certain .. . disput- 
ing with Stephen” (Acts 6:9).—“The 
number of synagogues in Jerusalem was 
very great. The Libertines were most 
likely the children of some Jews who 
had. been carried captive to Rome by 
Pompey (63 B:C.), and had been made 
freed men (libertini) by their captors, 
and after their return to Jerusalem had 
formed one congregation and used one 
synagogue specially” (J. R. Lumby, 
D.D.). 

Scholars point out that the word “dis- 
puting” is used frequently of the cap- 
tious questionings of the Pharisees 
(Mark 8:11), and the scribes (Mark 9: 
14), with Jesus and His disciples. When 
these Greek-speaking Jews found them- 
selves utterly unable to resist the wis- 
dom and the spirit by which Stephen 
spoke, they should have believed him, 
and rejoiced in the Son of God presented 
to them; but being “convinced against 
their will, they remained of the same 
opinion still.” 
they “suborned men,” i.e., caused men 
to give false testimony to the Sanhe- 
drin. And, worse than that, decided to 
murder God’s witnesses! “It is an in- 
herent and inseparable inconvenience in 
persecution that it knows not where to 
stop” (Robert Hall). 


“.. not only to believe on him, but 
also to suffer .. .” (Phil. 1:29)—How 
often do we consider it a gift from 
Heaven “to suffer for his sake’? Yet 
it is as much a gift from God, as the 
privilege of believing on the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Peter said, “If ye be reproached 
for the name of Christ, happy are ye; 
for the spirit of glory and of God rest- 
eth upon you” (1 Pet, 4:14). It is some- 
thing to rejoice over—not complain 
about. 

In 1924, Dr. G. Campbell Morgan 
wrote, “The old brutal methods of per- 
secution are forever at an end, for us 
at least.” Werethe living today, he evi- 
dently would say there has been a re- 
vival of “the old brutal methods of per- 


And, worse than that,‘ 
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secution.” How else could Russia’s, 
Germany’s, China’s, Korea’s, and Rome’s 
recent and present * persecutions of 
Christians be described? 

In the Edmonton, Canada, Journal, 
Dec, 13, 1955, Dr. J. Verchormin, presi- 
dent of that city’s branch of the Canada 
Ukrainian Committee, wrote: “On Nov. 
15, 1917, the privileges of «ii churches 
were cancelled, all church property be- 
coming state property. On Jan. 23, 1918, 
the teaching of religion was banned 
from the schools. On Feb. 18, 1920, a 
decree was passed making ail activity of 
bishops in church matters illegal. Since 
these laws have not been repealed, they 
are still in force.” 

He continues, “Since the year 1930 all 
the Ukrainian bishops of the Ukrainian 
Orthodox Church and a great majority 
of the priests were either shot or de- 
ported to the Slave Camps of Siberia, 
including Metropolitan Wasyl Lypkiw- 
sky, 80 years old, who died in prison.” 


“But he... saw the glory of God, 
and Jesus standing .. .” (Acts 7:55).— 
When Stephen in the power of the Holy 
Spirit called his persecutors “stiffnecked 
and uncircumcised in heart and ears,” 
and charged them with constantly re- 
sisting the Holy Spirit, and being “the 
betrayers and murderers” of the “Just 
One,” they gnashed their teeth, stopped 
their ears, screamed, and ran upon him 
as one man, cast him out of the city, 
and stoned him. 

How like their treatment of the Lord 
Jesus! 
they were stoning him? He was looking 
into the opened heavens, beholding the 
glory of God, and Jesus, as the Son of 
man, standing on the right hand of God. 

There are seyeral precious thoughts 
in connection with Jesus’ “standing.” 
Until this official rejection of the risen 
and glorified Lord, He was ready to 
come back to them, according to Peter’s 
address (Acts 3:19, 20). 

Then, too, the Lord is a “priest for ever 
after the order of Melchisedec.” Dr: 
Campbell Morgan says: “Stephen saw 
the heaven opened, and the glory of God, 
and the great Archetype doing Mel- 
chizedek’s work, standing and minister- 
ing. Because a member of His body was 
in pain and suffering, He stood to min- 
ister to him in the hour of his agony 

. until He welcomes that suffering 
one over the line and into the eternal 
fellowship.” 


“And when he had said this, he fell 
asleep” (Acts 7:60).—Like the Lord, 
Stephen prayed for the forgiveness of 
his persecutors, and said, “Lord Jesus, 
receive my spirit.”

“Absent from 
the body, .. . at home with the Lord”

AY, fellows, let me introduce you to 
the Man With the Telescope Eye. 
The key word to Stephen is “I see.” Far- 
seeing was the big factor in making one 
of the most remarkable careers recorded 
in the Bible and in al] history. Stephen 
was great, not only because of what he 
did in his short lifetime and in his death, 
but because of the first widespread proc- 
lamation of the Gospel which spread 
from his martyrdom. (See Acts 11:19.) 
Stephen had a backbone like a steel 
mainmast and the punch of a pile driver. 
He could never have had either without 
his telescopic eye. The writer to the 
Hebrews said that Moses for steadfast- 
ness was “like one whq saw the King 


Invisible: he never flinched” (Moffatt’s 
translation of Heb. 11:27). The same 
was equally true of Stephen. Oh, what 


an eye for seeing had Stephen! Straight 
over the heads of scowling priests and 
angry accusers, Stephen gazed through 
the gates of Heaven and saw Jesus stand- 
ing at the right hand of God. The great 
200-inch telescope on Mount Palomar 
cannot do that. And his ears were as 
good as his eyes, for there were ringing 
in them far louder than the threats of 
the mob, Jesus’ own words, “Lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end of 
the world.” 

Stephen saw so much and heard so much 
that he was able to hurl every bolt of 
his message into the gnashing teeth of 
his murderers; yes, all that—and with a 
face radiant in the reflected glory of 
God’s throne he capped the whole 
superb performance with a prayer for 
forgiveness of every wicked hand that 
threw a stone at him. 

That was Stephen, fellows. He was a 
topnotcher because he could see far. 
Call the roll of those great minds and 
great souls who have done things to 
make the world see more clearly and 
live a better life, and you will find they 
were farseeing ones. They somehow saw 
possibilities in the elements about them 
which others passed without noting. 
Their eyes were not so glued to the 
material things, the temporary pleasures 
—things which perish with the using— 
but were lifted up to see beyond; and 
they endured and wrought and waited 
until faith and vision were rewarded, or 
else in passing out bequeathed to the 
world a fresh thought with the life germ 
in it. 


Measure your horizon, fellows. How 
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far canyyou see? Can you see.over your 
stomach, or the clothes on your back, 
or your desire for the brief gratification 
of the present? Can you look up and 
out and beyond these to the great eter- 
nal things that are worth while? You 
know what I’m talking about. Listen: 
train your vision; look into the distance.

NN has a story to tell us this morn- 

ing. She would like us to play that 
we are Primary children while she tells 
it. Her story is called, “Tiny’s Hard. 
Verse,” and it really did happen. — Very 
good, Ann. Telling a story like that to 
your younger brother and sister or to some 
neighbor children is one way of wit- 
nessing for your Saviour. Let us all 
say together Tiny’s hard verse, “All un- 
righteousness is sin” (1 John 5:17). Now 
I’ll ask you the first two questions on 
the “Sin” card to see if you can give 
the answers without looking. — Who 
would like to prepare a story to tell next 
Sunday? Thank you, Connie. We would 
like you to tell the story, “Pumpkin 
Seed.” Please do not read any of the 
stories farther on in the book, “The 
Wrong Road,” because if you do, it won't 
be so interesting when someone else tells 
them. 

Our lesson last week was on the cour- 
age of Peter and John as they stood on 
trial before the Jewish Sanhedrin, the 
council that had condemned Jesus to 
death not long before. ‘Do you remem- 
ber that they commanded them not to 
speak any more in the name of Jesus? 
Did Peter and John agree to that? (No.) 
You remember that they were threat- 
ened before they were released. When they 
got back among the other Christians, for 
what did they pray? (For courage to 
keep on witnessing for Jesus.) Right. 
Their prayer was answered immedi- 
ately, and they continued witnessing 
boldly. Acts 5 tells how they were again . 
arrested, and this time they were also 
beaten, but that did not stop them 
either! They rejoiced that they were 
counted worthy to suffer for Christ. 

Today we meet a man who was not 
one of the twelve apostles but who had 
the same courage as they had. His name 
was Stephen, and he was a deacon in the 
church. It was his job to see that the 
support the church gave to the Chris- 
tian widows was portioned out fairly. 
Read Acts 6:3, 5 to see what we learn 
of Stephen there. (He was honest, full 
of the Holy Ghost and wisdom, and full 
of faith.) Verse 8 tells us more about 
him. He was able to perform miracles. 
What a blessing such a man must have 
been in the city of Jerusalem! But we 
learn from verse 9 that he had lots of 
enemies. Why do you suppose that was? 
(Because he was better than they were. 
Because he was getting people saved.) You 
are both right. Verse 10 gives a little 
more light on the hatred of these wicked 
men for Stephen. They couldn’t prove 
that he was wrong. But instead of ad- 
mitting that they were wrong, and then 
getting saved, they determined to kill 
him. Let us finish the chapter. Can 
you picture this scene? On the witness 
stand is an evil-looking man telling lies

about the prisoner. Some other wicked 
men are waiting their turn to do the 
same thing. The rest of the people in 
the courtroom are looking steadily at 
the prisoner with enmity in their faces. 
Stephen the prisoner has the only happy 
face in the room. His face suggests that 
of an angel. What a contrast his pure, 
kind expression must have been to the 
evil faces around him. His heart was 
so full of love to Christ, and of com- 
passion on the wicked men who were 
seeking his destruction that it shone all 
over his face. You would think that 
gentle expression would have softened 
the heart of his enemies toward him, but 
it did not. 

When the high priest asked Stephen if 
what the false witnesses said about him 
was true, he didn’t take time to deny 
their false charges, but eagerly seized 
this opportunity to witness for Christ. 
First he reviewed the history of Israel, 
as told in the Old Testament, remind- 
ing them that Joseph had been hated by 
his brethren. Next he reminded them 
that Moses was rejected by the Israel- 
ites the first time he sought to help them. 
Then he went on to show to his ac- 
cusers that in their rejection of Christ, 
they were following in the footsteps of 
their ancestor. I wish we had time to 
read Stephen’s address this morning, but 
we don’t. Let us read the end of his 
sermon in Acts 7:51-53. These words 
were anything but flattering, yet they 
were not uttered in a hateful way. We 
know that from what we already know of 
Stephen and from what comes next. He 
was just bringing ‘their sins home to 
them so that they might seek salvation 
from “the Saviour. Read verse 54 and 
see the immediate effect of his words. 
It must have seemed that day that his 
sermon had done no good, and had only 
hastened his death. But I believe that 
when we get to Heaven we’ll lind many 
there who were brought to repentance 
through it. Now read the rest of the 
chapter. Stephen was still full of love 
and compassion till he entered inside the 
pearly gates, where all is love forever- 
more. His enemies gnashed upon him 
with their teeth and stoned him to death. 
Those who did not repent have been for 
long centuries in the place where there 
is weeping and wailing and gnashing of 
teeth. I am sure that they think back 
to the day they stoned Stephen, and wish 
with all their hearts that instead of kill- 
ing the messenger, they had accepted 
his message, repenting of their sins and 
seeking forgiveness from the Lord, 

How do you think Stephen feels this 
morning about that scene? He is still 
glad that he was counted worthy to suf- 
fer for Christ. Do you know I believe 
that when the Apostle Paul reached 
Heaven he went up to Stephen and said, 
“All my life long I regretted that I had 
consented to your death. I could never 
forget your face nor your dying prayer 
that your murderers might be forgiven! 
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Did You Ever Weep 
Over Jerusalem? 


The Lord Jesus Christ did! He 
knew that an unbelieving Israel 
would passthrough times of hatred, 
massacre, and exile such as no 
other nation has ever endured. 

If you knew the heartaches of 
these scattered sheep of the House 
of Israel and cruelties they are suf- 
fering even today, some of it at the 
hands of so-called Christians, your 
heart would bleed, and you would 
cry with Jeremiah of old, 

Oh that my head were waters, 
and mine eyes a fountain of tears, 
that I might weep day and night 
for the slain of the daughter of 
my people! Jeremiah 9:1. 
Somehow, we are persuaded that 

in this rapidly closing hour of grace, 
when the sinister shadow of Anti- 
christ hovers nearer and nearer, 
there is a special urgency in God's 
desire that Israel shall receive 
kindness and mercy from His true 
followers. The Abrahamic cov- 
enant is still valid, and God will 
bless him who brings blessing to 
the Jew. There is no greater bless- 
ing than the acceptance of the 
Gospel of salvation through the 
Lord Jesus Christ.

Topic and Scripture: 

Standing Up for Jesus 

(Acts 6:8-15; 7:58-60) 

READ of a boy who was crying 

quietly in bed. He was trying so 

hard not to cry at all! He wanted to 

be brave. But he had gone to bed with- 

out any supper and his back was smart- 

ing terribly from a hard beating. What 

had he done so bad? He had been found 

by his heathen parents reading his Bible 
and kneeling in prayer. 

These three words make me think of 
three verses from the Bible. (Write on 
the blackboard: witnesses, obey, suffer. 
Review the past Memory Verses and 
teach the new one, Phil. 1:29.) How do 
each of these verses fit the crying boy 
we were thinking of? You remember 
we witness by what we do as well as 
by what we say. In time his heathen 
parents became Christians, too. JIsn’t 
that good? 

Now let us travel back to Bible days. 
How many Bible witnesses that we have 
read about in the Book of Acts can you 
name? Let us begin with the twelve 
apostles, You remember they are called 
apostles now, the cnes sent out to tell 
about the Lord. The new Christians 
they have won are now the disciples, 
the learners. (List the twelve names on 
the board. Acts 1:13, 26. Repeat each 
Memory Verse and briefly review the 
incidents ef past lessons that apply.) 
Then there were Barnabas and Ananias 
and Sapphira. How did Barnabas obey 
God? How did Ananias and Sapphira 
disobey? We- will hear in later lessons 
how Barnabas suffered for Christ: 
(Draw a line through the names of 
Ananias and Sapphira as if to cross them 
off.) They did not suffer for Christ’s 
sake but for sin. Now we come to 
Stephen and Philip and Saul. 

Today’s story is about Stephen, the 
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brave witness who stood up for the Lord 
Jesus even to die for Him. Did you 
read the Bible carefully enough to help 
me tell the story? First about the new 
church officers, Stephen and Philip and 
five others. . , . Read from your Bibles 
what it says about Stephen in Acts 6:5, 
8, 10. Again in the case of Stephen we 
can see the words, “power,” “Holy 
Ghost,” “witness,” standing out from one 
of our verses. “Lied About, but Face 
Shining” might be the name of chapter 
two of Stephen’s story. ... At his trial 
before the court (the same court that 
had sentenced the Lord Jesus to death, 
and Peter and other apostles to a beat- 
ing) ,‘he told how their people had gone 
against Joseph and Moses, whom God 
had sent to help them, how they had 
worshiped idols, how they had killed 
the prophets who told beforehand that 
Jesus would come, and now they them- 
selves had killed Him. As Stephen 
talked on about disobeying the Holy 
Spirit, they were getting more and more 
furious. Then he looked up, and what 
did he see? You go on from there with 
the story. . . . Let the Bible tel] the 
Story again as you look at Stephen wit- 
nessing by his forgiving prayer as the 
Lord Jesus had done, (Read Acts 7:59, 
60.) And one young man, standing there 
that day, never forgot that witnessing! 
(Read 7:58b; 8:1la, 3.) You will see him 
again. 

Next time we will watch the witness- 
ing spread out to Judea, Samaria, and 
even to Africa. Read all of Acts 8 and 
follow Deacon Philip (not the apostle). 

There are people still giving their lives, 
like Stephen, for our Lord Jesus. (The 
Times and other papers have told the 
story of the five missionary martyrs 
in Ecuador.) 

We have talked about our three verses 
fitting other people. How about Tom 
and Helen and the rest of you right here 
in this room” Have you had experience 
with these verses? If you are a good 
witness, you might this next week!’

For Primary Teachers

N THE long, long ago, after the Lord 

Jesus returned to Heaven, the early 
Christians, you remember, were busy 
witnessing for Him. Last week ,we 
studied about the resu'ts of the first ser- 
mons that the apostles preached. What 
happened to the apostles? Yes, they 
were put into prison. A little later 
something even worse than imprison- 
ment happened to one who loved the 
Lord Jesus very much. We will study 
about that today. 

But before we do, let us put on our 


* thinking caps and tie them very tightly. 


I want you to think and think. Do you 
remember of ever having heard of peo- 
ple who were killed because they were

serving the Lord Jesus? Are you think- 
ing hard? (Your children may need a 
little help from you, Teacher. The 
events of three months ago are much 
like the dim, dark past to Primary chil- 
dren. If you kept the copy of Life 
magazine in which the picture story ap- 
peared telling about the five young mis- 
sionaries martyred in South America, it 
may be well to select @ few of the pic- 
tures and show them to the children. It 
is important that our Primaries realize 
that sometimes there is a terrible cost 
connected with serving the Lord. While 
this recent tragedy is not in every sense 
of the word a counterpart of the stoning 
of Stephen, both stories reveal the neces- 
sity of glorifying God whether it be by 
life or by death. If you have appropri- 
ate scenery it would not be hard to vis- 
ualize the events leading up to the mar- 
tyrs’ deaths. Be careful not to dwell 
on the death of the young men, but 
rather on the glorious fact that they 
gave everything they had to the Lord 
Jesus and now they are with Him for- 
ever. They have seen His face!) 

Just after Christmas five men, using 
an airplane, made an exciting jour- 
ney. They set out to take some gifts 
to Indians who live in South America, 
not too very far away from us. (If you 
have a globe, point out to the children 
how near, comparatively, Ecuador is to 
ourown land.) The reason for their tak- 
ing gifts was because they were eager to 
make friends with the Indians who knew 
nothing about the Lord Jesus. This was 
not their first trip. Altogether they had 
made about twelve trips. Each time 
when they had flown over the Indian 
village, they had dropped gifts. The last 
few times when they let the gifts down 
in a bucket, the Indians put gifts of their 
own in the bucket. You can imagine 
how delighted the missionaries were 
when they received such things as a 
feather crown, some combs, a parrot, a 
large black bird, fish, and some cooked 
meat. It was very necessary that the 
missionaries make friends with the In- 
dians before they ever landed. You see, 
although the land of Ecuador is so near 
us, some of the people who live there 
are still savages. That is, they kill any- 
one whom they do not trust. So the 
missionaries were being careful to show 
that they were friendly to the Indians, 

Finally they landed their plane and 
camped by the river. At last from 
across the river two Indian women 
and one man stepped out. The mis- 
Sionaries waded into the river to meet 
them. Later the Indian man got into the 
airplane and was excited over a short 
flight. 

Two days later the five missionaries, 
who had done everything they could to 
show their love and friendship for the 
Indians in order to be able to tell them 
about the Saviour who loved them and 
died for them, were killed! The Indians, 
you see, did not trust them and so they 
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have never yet heard, though they live 
so near to us, about the precious Son of 
God. 

We must pray for them. Let us pray 
right now that God will enable other 
missionaries to get to those Indians. If 
they could but hear God’s Word very 
soon, some of those very Indians could 
be saved and meet the Lord Jesus and 
the missionaries in Heaven. (Make cer- 
tain that your children go away from 
class having a deep love and compas- 
sion for the unsaved Indians. Let there 
be no feeling of bitterness or hatred. 
God is all-powerful and He will see to 
it that His glory is revealed.)

tioned in our Psalm. It is depicted by 
a short, sad biography from Genesis. 
This man was the husband of the un- 
happy woman just described. Oh, the 
tragedy of Lot’s wife! Oh, the tragedy, 
the contradiction of Lot’s life! He was 
“blessed,” for 2 Peter 2:7 tells us he 
was “just” Lot. He was a “godly” man 
whom God delivered, as Peter relates 
in verse 9. But it is hard to find in the 
Scriptures any suggestion of spiritual 
prosperity in Lot’s career. Apparently 
the best thing that can be said of him 
is that he “vexed his righteous soul” 
daily over the foul conduct of the men 
of Sodom. 

The Word of God locates and diag- 
noses the cause of his vexation. When 
he chose the best pastures for himself 
he was following worldly counsel. 
“Men will praise thee, when thou doest 
well to thy self,” as Psalm 49%4%8 puts it. 
Thus snared he “pitched his tent toward 
Sodom” (Gen. 13:12) and soon was 
standing “in the way of sinners.” On the 
eve of the appalling destruction of these 
twin cities of sin, the warning angels of 
mercy find unhappy Lot, soon to be

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much unhappier, sitting, as Genesis 19:1 
informs us, in the seat of the scornful: 
“And Lot sat in the gate of Sodom.” 
Perhaps he had been appointed to some 
position of civic authority. They would 
see him tree-like, as an upright man. 
Unregenerate men, crooked in them- 
selves, often prefer to deal with men 
of God. It pays them. Such responsi- 
bility would bring Lot into nauseating 
contact with the filthy lives and ways 
of these terrible sinners. What a sad 
sight! There he sits, sick in his soul, 
hating it all, yet loving the things, the 
possessions, the pastures, that tie him to 
his nagging grief. : 

To take stock of his “prosperity” is 
mournful business indeed. He lost all 
his property, he lost his testimony (“But 
he seemed as one that mocked unto his 
sons in law’), he lost his sons-in-law, 
he lost his wife, he lost the virtue of his 
family and presented the world with the 
God-hating Ammonites and Moabites. 

Whatever else may be said of Lot, one 
fact is certain. The divine Husbandman 
never intended Lot’s life to produce 
these results. Amy Carmichael’s quo- 
tation is most apt, “He purposeth a 
crop.” Oh, that each saint of God may 
walk “not in the counsel of the un- 
godly,” but, like our faith-father Abra- 
ham, in the light and power of the prom- 
ised Word of God! Then our Heavenly 
Father will not come looking for fruit, 
only to find none!

king is greater than I. That is taken 
for granted. Nor will a holy creature 
make use 6f such language concerning 
his Creator; because it would be, in 
some sense, to compare himself with the 
infinite God. Besides, what would it 
avail for Jesus, once in the course of His 
converse on earth, to say, ‘My Father 
is greater than I’ (John 14:28), when, 
in the general tenor of His conduct and 
language, and in the language He taught 
His disciples, He speaks and acts as if 
He were the true God?” ( “The Deity of 
Jesus Christ,” Preface dated, Jan. 1, 
1777, p. 22.) 

Our Lord said to Nicodemus, “Ye must 
be born again” (John 3:7); but because 
aman becomes regenerated, and a “par- 
taker of the divine nature” (2 Pet. 1:4), 
he does not thereby become two per- 
sons. As, by the grace of God and faith 
in Christ, “children of wrath” become 
the children of God the two natures, the 
“old man,” and “the new man,” are resi- 
dent in the one person (Eph, 2:4; 4:22- 
24; John 1:12, 13). 

In like manner, when “the Word was 
made flesh, and dwelt among us” (John 
1:14), Jesus Christ became Man, but He 
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did not thereby become two persons, 
but, having assumed our nature, He had 
two natures in the one person. The 
Word of God confirms this:. “Who, be- 
ing in the form of God, thought it not 
robbery to be equal with God: but made 
himself of no reputation, and took upon 
him the form of a servant, and was 
made in the likeness of men” (Phil. 2: 
6. 7). Thus the One “equal with God” 
became man. 

This Scripture affirms that Christ, 
“equal with God,” “made himself of no 
reputation.” That is, He emptied Him- 
self, having laid aside the insignia of 
deity and taken the form of a servant. 
His gracious purpose in doing this is 
told: “And being found in fashion as 
a mari, he humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the death of 


the cross.” Thus, the eternal Son be- 
came Man, and, in His self-humbled 
state, He could say, “My Father is 


greater than I.” 

It is clearly evident that Jesus Christ 
spoke from the standpoint of His hu- 
manity when He said, “If ye loved me, 
ye would rejoice, because I said, I go 
unto the Father: for my Father is 
greater than I” (John 14:28). As has 
been pointed out, “It is as man that He 
leaves His disciples; for, in other re- 
spects, He engages to continue with them 
to the end of the world: it is of Himself, 
as going away speedily, that He speaks 
the words; and, consequently, He speaks 
of Himself as man, when He says, ‘My 
Father is greater than I’” (Abbadie). 

As equal with the Father, our Lord 
could claim, “My Father worketh hith- 
erto, and I work. Therefore the Jews 
sought the more to kill him, because he 

. said also that God was his Father, 
making himself equal with God” (John 
5:17, 18). As Man, saying, “My Father 
is greater than I,” He could say, “The 
Son can do nothing.of himself” (John 
5:19), meaning, the Son can do nothing 
independently of the Father; but, in har- 
mony and oneness with the Father, He 
could say, whatsoever things the Father 
doeth, “these also doeth the Son like- 
wise,” or, in like manner. 

‘As equal with the Father, He could 
say, “I and my Father are one” (John 
10:30). As Man, He could say, “My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken me?” 
(Matt. 27: 46.) 

As equal with the Father, He stilled 
the tempest, He raised the dead, He for- 
gave sins. As Man, saying, “My Father 
is greater than I,” He was tempted, He 
wept, and He cried out, “My soul is 
exceeding sorrowful” (Matt. 26:38). 

As equal with the Father, our Lord 
could sa¥® “That all men should honour 
the Son, even as they honour the Father” 
(John 5:23). To the Father and to the 
Son, must be given the same honor, that 
is, equality of honor, because of divine 
equality. As Man, He “humbled him- 
self” (Phil, 2:8) and was made “lower 
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than the angels for the suffering of 
death” (Heb. 2:9). 

Thus, the question is solved. Christ, 
in His deity, equal with the Father, 
could say, “I and my Father are one” 
(John 10:30); while in His humanity, 
made for a liitle while lower than the 
angels, He could say, “My Father is 
greater than I” (John 14:28).

Star of Light. By Patricia M. St. John. 
(Children’s Special Service Mission, 
London; English edition may be ob- 
tained from the North Africa Mission. 
1716 Spruce Street, Philadelphia 3, 
cloth bound, $1: American edition, 
Moody Press, 820 North La Salle Street, 
Chicago 10, paper, 69c; cloth, $1.50.) Light 
is the theme of this lovely little story 
of Morocco. It is the light of the Gospel, 
shining out from the One who said, “I 
am the light of the world” (John 8:12); 
and then the light and love glowing in 
the simple home of Rosemary, an Eng- 
lish Christian nurse, who has not had a 
furlough in ten years and who is utterly 
devoted to the poor, neglected children 
of North Africa. The little heroine is 
Kinza, a blind baby Arab girl, who is 
hated by her stepfather and his first 
wife, but dearly loved by the second 
wife, her mother, and her brother Hamid. 
Rahma, the mother, sees the need of 
getting poor little Kinza out of the mis- 
erable country home, so she commits 
the baby girl to Hamid’s care, telling 
him to take her to the home of the Eng- 
lish nurse of whom she has heard. Hamid 
faithfully carries out his commission, 
through danger and hardship, and finally 
lands Kinza safely in Rosemary's home 
where she is welcomed. 

Friends of the English missionary, who 
have a selfish young daughter, come out 
to visit her. Jenny falls in love with 
Kinza, and is led to real faith in Christ 
through Rosemary’s loving dealings with 
her. But while the guests are there, 
Kinza is kidnaped and taken back to 
the country home by her own father. 
There is a thrilling rescue by night, with 
the help of the Englishman and his car 
and Hamid, and Kinza is brought safely 
back to Rosemary’s home. Then a plan 
is arranged whereby she will go back 
to England with her new English friends 
and enter a school for the blind, and this 
is finally carried out. 

While this is fiction, yet it is true to 
life and based on fact, for Miss St. John 
is herself an English nurse and mission- 
ary of the North Africa Mission. She

knows the people well and loves them 
and has the courage to walk long dis- 
tances over the desert and the moun- 
tains to minister to the needy people and 


bring them the good news of Christ's - 


saving grace. She writes unusually well, 
with vivid local color and details of 
Arab life, avoiding merely pious lan- 
guage and telling a realistic story. Her 
writing may sometimes bring tears, for 
there is much pathos here; but inward 
peace and joy are never far away, for 
she sees all in the light of the Gospel. 
She has something of the sure, literary 
touch of Amy Carmichael, and has writ- 
ten an unusual] Christian story particu- 
larly suitable for teen-age girls. but 
filled with rich lessons for young and 
old. Sunday school teachers and min- 
isters will find here many striking illus- 
trations of both the message and the 
power of the Gospel.

Will Morgan, fifteen-year- 
old son in a lonely settler’s family, was 
a great admirer of one of the steamboat 
pilots, Stephen Hanks, cousin of the 
young Congressman Abraham Lincoln, 
and Will was aiming some day to be his 
assistant. When a Swedish lad moved 
‘into the community, the boys became 
great pals and had many adventures to- 
gether. They spent one winter in a great 
logging camp with rough men, but they 
learned some valuable lessons, There’is 
a thrilling race of two steamboats up 
the river, and Will was there as Stephen 
Hanks’ “cub pilot.” An excellent por- 
trayal is given of life among the early 
settlers in the great West. 


Jesus, the Children’s Friend. By Mary 
Edna Lloyd. (Abingdon Press, Nashville

ate little children who lived in Bible 
times, when the Lord Jesus walked in 
Galilee. They heard that He was com- 
ing to their town, and with their fathers 
and mothers they were going to see 
Jesus, and to show Him their childish 
treasures. Some people tried to stop 
them, but Jesus said, “Let the children 
come to me.” The simple sentences in 
large, clear type, and the profusely illus- 
trated pages make this charming book 
one that little children will delight to 
have read to them until they can read 
it for themselves, 


Bible Women of Faith. By Hazel G. 
Neal. (The Warner Press, Anderson, Ind., 
$2.) This is a very readable book of 
thirty-two short essays about many of 
the famous women of the Bible, point- 
ing out some very practical phase of 
true faith that was exemplary. There 
are many quotations from Scripture, 
usually from the King James Version, 
but not always giving the exact Scrip- 
tural reference, as, for example, “Han- 
nah’s Song of Praise” is credited “From

that only 10 of the 36 verses were quoted 
from this great chapter.

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hand information with good, hard re- 
search data. The present-volume gives 
a good resume of principles and prac- 
tice among both denominational and 
“faith” boards in regard to choice of 
missionaries, administration at home and 
on the field, finances, spheres of mission- 
ary activity, and relation to the home 
church, just to mention a few. It should 
be a good textbook, or a’ helpful intro- 
duction ‘to missions for a candidate. 
While the author himself is soundly con- 
servative, his work considers what may 
be useful in the program of boards not 
known for their adherence to the Bible. 


Studies in the Book of James. By 
Stephen W. Paine. (Fleming H. Revell 
Co., Westwood, N, J., $2.75.) James is a 
book often neglected by Christians. We 
shrink from that which is most needed 
in the believer’s life, a high standard of 
living. The volume is not a commen- 
tary. It is rather a series of addresses 
on the most striking parts of the Epistle. 
It begins with an account of the life of 
“James the Just,” the brother of our 
Lord. He makes much of the unifying, 
cleansing, and empowering virtue of di- 
vine love. The author has the faculty 
of telling a story well, and has illustrated 
the truth by many an anecdote from life, 
It is a valuable contribution in a neg- 
lected field. He shows that “the way 
out is the way back—all the:way back to 
the perfect will of God.” 


Always in Triumph. The Life of Rob- 
ert C. McQuilkin. By Marguerite Mc- 
Quilkin. (Fleming H. Revell Co., West- 
wood, N, J. May be obtained from Bible 
College Book Store, Columbia Bible 
College, Columbia, S. C., $3.) The apt 
title, “Always in Triumph,” is a fair 
characterization of the man it pictures. 
Robert McQuilkin lived in the daily tri- 
umph of the Spirit of Christ dwelling 
within. The foreword, by his brother- 
in-law Dr. Thomas A. Lambie, gives 
revealing glimpses and an understanding 
interpretation of his life. Of peculiar 
attractiveness is the analogy between the 
life of David—“the man after God’s own 
heart”—and the subject of this book, as 
brought out in the brief Scripture verses 
that subhead each chapter. His godly 
Irish ancestry and background is well 
portrayed in the history of the family, 
and it is shown that very early in his 
life he became active in the work of the 
Old North Church in Philadelphia. The 
account of his school career gives an 
interesting glimpse of a once well-known 
figure in Philadelphia, Dr, Robert Ellis 
Thompson, president of Central High 
School. His experiences in the business 
world, beginning at the early age of 
sixteen, and also in his work of Sunday 
school superintendent at eighteen are an 
index to his character. Something of his 
own inner thoughts and reasoning on 
many personal matters is revealed in a 
well-kept diary. 

A momentous occasion was Robert 
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McQuilkin’s meeting with Dr. Charles 
G. Trumbull, Editor of THe Sunpay 
ScHoot Times, as Dr. Trumbull gave his 
memorable message that has since be- 
‘ become widely published as the booklet, 
“The Life That Wins.” Robert McQuil- 
kin’s response to that message and his 
own experience have fortunately been 
preserved in his small conference note- 
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book. A change in his life was evident 
from that day. He soon became asso- 
ciated with THe Sunpay ScHoo. TIMEs, 
and shortly thereafter was married to 
the charming, vivacious Marguerite 
Lambie, whom he had met earlier en 
route to a missionary conference at New 
Wilmington, Pa. Then follows the thrill- 
ing story of the Victorious Life Confer- 
ences in America, beginning with an 
informal prayer group meeting in the 
McQuilkins’. home in Philadelphia, 
which led to the first small gathering 
at Oxford, Pa., and eventually resulted 
in the conferences that are still held each 
summer at Keswick Grove, N. J. 

The chapter that follows tells of Mr. 
McQuilkin’s work and associates in THE 
Sunpay Scuoot Trmes office and is re- 
vealing and full of interest. Later came 
a call to the mission field, his acceptante 
for Africa, and the startling halt in plans 
through the burning of the ship on 
which he and Mrs. McQuilkin were to 
sail. A time of problem and perplexity 
followed, but never one of questioning 
the power and faithfulness of his Lord. 
His diary reveals great inner conflicts, 
searching of heart and confession of 
what others might consider minor faults, 
but he called sin. He had a long strug- 
gle with certain debatable points in 
Christian life and doctrine. The por- 
trayal of this side of his character is 
handled with frankness and fidelity. 

Then came the leading to what proved 
to be his greatest life work, the presi- 
dency of Columbia Bible College, in 
answer to the call of a group of con- 
secrated Christians. The story of the 
acquiring of Ben Lippen is a still more 
remarkable evidence of God’s providen- 
tial leading. 

The chapter, “Extra-Curricular,” re- 
veals an amazing variety of activities 
carried on by this servant of the Lord. 
One of these was the writing of the 
leading Sunday school lesson article for 
THE Sunpay Scuoot Times for some 
years. There were also countless speak- 
ing and teaching engagements, continu- 
ous personal work with the unsaved and 
with others, as well as the writing of 
a number of spiritual books, many of 
which are still obtainable. 

Dr. McQuilkin’s missionary vision was 
in the center of his message. His ‘spe- 
cial ministry to young people was not- 
able. His home life was happy and 
hospitable. Probably none other than 
his own daughter could have had access 
to all the rich material that throws light 
on God’s working in and through this 
devoted life. Her wise choice of apt 
quotations, incidents, comments, and 
tributes will stir the reader’s admiration, 
and there is deep spiritual blessing in 
the book from beginning to end. 


The Tabernacle. By M. R. DeHaan. 
(Zondervan Pub. House, Grand Rapids 6, 
Mich., $2.50.) The typology of the Tab- 
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ernacle is a fascinating study. Dr. De- 
Haan, who conducts the Radio Bible 
Class, which is broadcast from coast-to- 
coast, has made available in this volume 
his series of messages, first given over 
the air, on the types in the Tabernacle. 
It is Dr. DeHaan’s conviction that the 
Tabernacle in every aspect is first a pic- 
ture of the Lord Jesus Christ, then a 
picture of the believer (temple of the 
Holy Spirit), and finally a picture of the 
plan of salvation. In twenty-four chap- 
ters there are convincingly presented 
studies of the significance of the roof 
of the Tabernacle, the ropes and pins, 
the furniture, the golden candlestick, the 
veil, the blood sacrifices, and the like. 
The importance of the blood is repeat- 
edly emphasized and explained, Christ 
Jesus is supremely exalted and pre- 
sented, and believers are sincerely ex- 
horted and encouraged. This book will 
be of great help to anyone who has yet 
to see the beneath-the-surface meanings 
of seemingly dry and unnecessary de- 
tails in the pages of Holy Scripture. 

As in many books of this kind, all 
readers wil] not agree with every inter- 
pretation or application made by the 
author.. However, even at such points 
the challenge and stimulation to clear 
thinking on the part of the reader is not 
without its value, to say the least. 


Handbook of Bible History: Book One, 
O.T. By George Stob. (Wm. B. Eerd- 
mans Pub. Co., Grand Rapids 3, Mich., 
$1, paper.) Covering the period from 
creation to the kingdom of David, this 
volume is prepared especially for use in 
family Bible study. Each chapter has 
material and questions for three groups 
of readers—material of a simple factual 
nature for those in grades 2 to 5; for 
factual and thought nature for those in 
grades 6 to 8; and of a deeper and 
thought-provoking nature for adults. 
This book should prove a real blessing 
to parents who want to study the Bible 
with their children, but somehow have 
not been able to get started in such a 
program,

they may be for the summer, how cer- 
tain activities can be harmful, others 
may be inadvisable, and still others may 
be helpful.

In the light of the Scripture portion 
chosen for this week, it should be clear 
that the Christian believer is a temple 
of God because the third person of the 
Trinity lives within. We have no right, 
then, to mar this physical temple and, 
if we do, the spiritual life will likewise 
suffer. In 1 Corinthians 6:19 and 20, we 
are also told that these bodies of ours 
have been bought with a price—that 
price which the Lord Jesus paid on the 
cross when He died in our place that 
we might have life.. Therefore we have 
an inescapable obligation to glorify God 
in both body and in spirit, and to do 
nothing that will injure-or hurt them in 
any way., 

We should see at once that we may 
place under the heading of the wrong 
type of recreation anything that injures 
these bodies of ours; anything that is 
not consistent with a Christian testi- 
mony; and anything that requires the 
surrender of any Christian principle.

But we should understand, also, that 
even a right type of recreation may be 
harmful if it is indulged in at the wrong 
time, or when excessive time is devoted 
to it, or when it is given a wrong em- 
phasis. Otherwise wholesome and health- 
ful and body-building activities, for ex- 
ample, can become harmful when we 
indulge in them on the Lord’s Day. We 
have an opportunity, one day in seven, 
to honor and worship the One who has 
done so much for us. We cannot neg- 
lect that worship and honor without real 
hurt to ourselves. Nor can we afford 
to show before those who do not love 
Him and serve Him the same lack of 
consideration for His day that they 
show. As Christians, we should be 
different, and the world should be able 
to see that difference in what we do.

Recreation may also be wrong when 
we neglect duties about the home, or 
school obligations, in order to satisfy 
our own enjoyment. The writer saw 
a young man dash off, not long ago, to 
practice throwing a basketball in spite 
of the pleas of his mother that he fulfill 
his promise to cut the grass on their 
lawn. As a result, Mother had to pitch 
in with the lawn mower and do the job 
that he should have done. Was his 
recreation, in the long run, really help- 
ful to him?

Our recreation may be at the wrong 


. time when it interferes with the rights 


of others. Some young folks were hav- 
ing a most uproarious time in a very 
clean and wholesome way at a party. 
But someone next door needed sleep 
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for the next day’s toil and could not 
get it.

Wholesome recreation may be harm- 
ful when we devote excessive time to 
it and thus crowd out other worth- 
while or essential things. A group of 
young men in a small suburban school, 
where there were not many possibilities 
for the football team, were kept at stren- 
uous practice every school day through- 
.out the football season, from the time 
classes closed until 6 or 6.30 at night, 
with the result that they were so tired 
that every other activity was crowded 
out, and they even found it difficult to 
keep awake for necessary study. Was 
such recreation truly helpful? The dif- 
ficulty was not with football as such, but 
in the application of it. We may think 
of our own activities and ask ourselves 
the question: Are they taking time that 
should be given to other duties or to 
Bible study and prayer?

Very wholesome recreation may be 
wrong because of the wrong emphasis 
placed upon it. A certain coach was 
so anxious to establish a record for him- 
self that he sought to instill in the young 
men entrusted to him for training the 
principle that they must win at any cost. 
While not in so many words, the prin- 
ciple he sought to instill in them was, 
“Do anything to win! Kick ’em in the 
face, if necessary, but win.” Naturally, 
one does not expect a Winning football 
team to be a bunch of shrinking violets. 
But when courtesy and true sportsman- 
ship and fair play are sacrificed in an 
attempt to develop rough and rugged 
athletes, is there not something wrong 
in that kind of recreation? Any per- 
version of a wholesome recreation that 
destroys character instead of building it 
cannot be worth while for the Chris- 
tian, or for the non-Christian, for that 
matter.

To be both wholesome and right, phys- 
ical recreation should: (1) build a 
strong body; (2) contribute to co-ordina- 
tion and self-control; (3) give oppor- 
tunity for Christian friendships; (4) en- 
courage Christian ideals and good 
sportsmanship; (5) provide a change 
from one’s usual work or routine; (6) 
give relaxation and amusement.

When it comes to planning for recrea- 
tion for our young people’s group sev- 
eral principles will be found helpful: 

Strive to include all the members of 
your group in the activities. 

If possible, draw in the shy or back- 
ward ones. Discourage the more aggres- 
sive individuals from monopolizing the 
activity and discouraging the less aggres- 
sive. 

Never use stunts or devices that ex- 
pose an individual to ridicule or embar- 
rassment.

Ask yourself and seriously consider 
the answers to such questions as: 

What will this activity contribute to 
the life of our group? Keep in mind 
that physical activity rightly controlled 
may promote a better understanding and 
friendship between members and may 
put members in a more receptive con- 
dition for a quieter devotional time later. 

What undesirable elements may be in 
this particular activity—envy, unwhole- 
some rivalry, embarrassment, unpleas- 
ant contacts with careless Christians or 
unbelievers? How can these elements 
be eliminated? 

Will this physical activity get such a 
hold on our group that it will be diffi- 
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cult to guide them into other worth- 
while activities? 

Is there an element of bad example 
anywhere in this particular activity? 
Even with the best of intentions, an 
otherwise wholesome activity may give 
some an opportunity to criticize or ques- 
tion. Remember Christians are to avoid 
even the appearance of evil (1 Thess. 
5:22), and must not cause a brother to 
stumble even by seemingly harmless 
acts (1 Cor, 8:9-13).
